APPLE SURPLUS ATTACKED 
IN NATIONAL SALES 
CAMPAIGN 


WASHINGTON — The nation-wide 
“Rat -an-apple-a-Day” drive moved 
7,480,000 bushels of last year’s gigantic 
crcp out of storage during March, but 
even greater results in the final drive 
which got under way this week end 
were foreseen here today by Carroll R. 
Miller, of Martinsburg, W. Va., chair- 
man of the Apple Growers’ National 
Committee. 

Despite the “excellent results” of the 
March attack on the surplus of the 
1937 apple crop—the second largest in 
the country’s history—12,060,000 bush- 
els remained in storage April 1, accord- 
ing to Mr. Miller. He said he received 
those figures from the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture today. The total in! 
storage April 1, he added, represented | 
an amount 43 per cent above ¢he five- 
year average of apples normally in 
storage on that date. 

“The apple-marketing drive already 
has proven the biggest and most suc- 
cessful enterprise of the sort ever un- 
dertaken and the end is not yet in 
sieht,” Miller said. “Growers in 32 
states have cooperated in the cam- 
paign, working largely through chain 
stores, although we have been helped 
by many independents. The chains, 
however, through their high-speed dis- 
tributing systems, have been especially 
effective.”
